A M e d ic a l S tu d e n t’s Experience. 
New York, July 18,—The cause and 
cure of the insanity1 of Charles Richards, 
lately a patient at the insane asylum at 
Blackwell’s Island, where he has been 
for man}* months under the special care 
of a specialist noted for his cleverness 
in the treatment of the insane, present 
one of the strange freaks which nature 
so peculiarly deals out once in a while 
with no apparent reason or determina­ 
tion. 
It was in the winier of 1885, just 
after the begining of the Benson's course 
of lectures at the College of Physicians 
and Surgeons in Twenty-third street that 
Richards was admitted as a second year 
student from the medical aniversarsity. 
He had just passed his 21st birthday, and 
was in many respects a remarkable stu­ 
dent.

The right 
hand was raised behind her head and 
held firmly there by the cold. The keep­ 
ers carried the body to the dissecting 
room in the roof and placed it on a mar­ 
ble slab. 
It was nearly ll o’clock when 
Richards started through the dimly-light­ 
ed dissecting room, where, 
upon the 
twenty-four slab were as many grinning, 
distorted bodies in every stage of dis­ 
secting. It was not a pleasant place for 
a nervous man, and the sight was not 
in keeping with feelings of merriment, 
and Richards moved quickly to slab No. 
14. 
There was the girl, with her frozen 
smile, sitting upright. 
The body was 
naked. 
It was slightly thawed, but was 
still to hard for the knife to run easily. 
The hard flesh made the work tedious 
and the student advancd slowly. 
Ile 
was bending low over the abdomen, en­ 
grossed in his work. 
Above his head 
there is a change. 
The upper part of 
the corpse had thawed the most. 
The 
muscles in the right arm, 
the hand 
of which was behind the head, re­ 
laxed, and the weight caused the hand 
to slip from behind the head and slowly 
descend. 
Richards did not know of the 
change. 
Ile had discovered a rare form 
of tumor and bent over to examine it. 
Downward came the band, moving a 
little quicker all the while, until, sud­ 
denly, the body gave a little jerk and the 
icy hand fell fiat upon the young man's 
neck. The shock was something terrible 
He couldn’t stir. 
His blood seemed to 
freeze in his veins. He clutched the froz­ 
en leg to keep from falling, and then he 
slowly drew his head away and looked 
at the corpse. The same idocit smile 
was there, but, to his excited imagina­ 
tion, the lips seemed to move in silent 
mockery. 
He felt as if sullicating. 
Ile 
could not stand the atmosphere of the 
room any longer and rushed madly into 
the open air in his black dissecting gown.

The patinent during one night got up 
from his cot, tore up a sheet and hung 
himself to the door of his cell. 
He was 
found soon after by the keeper, uncon­ 
scious ami nearly dead. 
Ile was at once 
cut down, and effects were made to re­ 
suscitate him. 
Fnally they succeded. 
When the effect of the great shock wore 
off and the young man recognized his 
uncle who had been sent for and talked 
with him. 
He seemed to be dazed, but j 
spoke in a natural manner. 
He was 
watched closely, but it was evident that 
his mind was slowly improving, and j 
hopes were entertained of his cure. 
There was no trace of the former dread ! 
which possessed him, and he gradually 
grew bright and cheerful. In a month he 
seemed as well as ever, talked freely 
about himself and his feelings, and pro­ 
fessed that his mind was a blank about 
the events of the months that he had 
been confined. 
It was deemed safe to 
discharge him from the asylum, and 
about a week ago he was set free.

The difference between 
a first-class com partm ent and a sec­ 
ond or third class com partm ent is 
principally in the furniture and em ­ 
bellishm ents. There is about thesam e 
number of cubic feet in both. 
A first- 
class is softly cushioned and carpeted, 
and its full com plem ent of passengers 
is six. 
A second class com partm ent 
is also cushioned, but the cushions are 
not so yielding nor so handsom ely 
covered as in t he fir*t-class; and though 
its size is exactly the sam e as that of 
the latter, not six, but tw elve passen­ 
gers are expected to be com fortable in 
it.

There seems to be a disposition on the 
part of the present administration to 
beat about Hie bush in every conceivable 
manner in order to delay the payment of 
jurors in city cases. 
What the raeson 
is, is only a matter of conjecture, but it 
certainly shows a bad state of affairs 
when a man who has been taken away 
from his business to serve as a juror for 
the paltry sum of 50 cents, gets his certi 
fled statement from the municipal judge 
and on presentation to the city clerk for 
an order on the treasurer, have said offi­ 
cial inform you that “ the city council 
has given orders to refuse payment on 
juror’s vouchers after a certain date,” 
and as the voucher came after that date 
have written across the same “ ordered 
not paid by the city council.” 
Such a 
document is now on exhibition at the 


D i s p a t c h office, and as a curiosity it 
takes the cake. 
Ever since last spring there has 
been 
trouble about this jury business, and in­ 
stead of allowing the city clerk lo act 
according to law and issue sin order on

J warrant on the treasurer for the amount 
due, which certificate shall be a proper 
j and sufficient voucher for the issuance 
i of «iJid w an act.

It# 
“ auth allowances 
(for witnesses) 
j -hall in? certified by the clerk of thccourt 
and paid in the same manner that jurors 
are paid.” 
Tho ittunleip ai court of this city has 
conferred up it all the power* of courts 
of record and all the powers which are 
possessed by the di-triet court in Crow 
W m g county and conn Iii* thereunto at­ 
tached for judicial purposes, and ail laws 
of a general nature apply to the m unici­ 
pal C'Mirt; and trials by jury in tilt mu­ 
nicipal court are required to be conducted 
as in the district court, and all laws of a 
general nature applicable to jury trials 
in tlie district court are made applicable 
to the municipal court. 
(Sections I, 5 
and 12 of the municipal court act.) 
This confers upon the municipal court 
the 
power 
to issue jurors 
and w it­ 
nesses certificates, and, upon the presen 
tation of the certificates to the proper 
officer the holder is entitled to receive an 
order on Hie treasurer of the city or the 
county 
(as the case may be) for the 
amount due. 
It is not necessary to pre 
sent any verified bill to any auditing 
board whatever; the court certificate 
sufficient. 
Neither is it 
necessary to 
w ait for any length of time after present 
m g the certificate to the proper officer 
It is his duty to immediately issue his 
order or warrant on the treasury. There 
are no obstacles or delays placed by law 
in the path of the man who is in pursuit 
of his pay as juror or witness. 
The law 
says he is entitled to a certain sum as 
soon as his duties are completed, and it 
is not in the power by law, of any board 
to deny or delay him. 
The reason there 
for is founded on common sense, and any 
other rule is not. 
For did the law inter­ 
pose hindrances in this matter, such as 
requiring a bill to be presented to some 
session 
of the .-.uditing board several 
weeks or perhaps months away, jurors 
and witnesses would say, “ lf I ani to be 
ruthlessly and summarily dragged from 
ray business to attend court at a great pe­ 
cuniary loss to myself and damage to my 
business, and then ain refused the small 
sum the law gives me therefor, I will 
hereafter keep out of the officer’s reach,

The same idocit smile 
was there, but, to his excited im agina­ 
tion, the lips seemed to move in silent 
mockery. 
He felt as if sufticating. 
He 
could not stand the atm osphere of the 
room any loDgcr and rushed madly into 
the open air in bis black dissecting gown. 
He liurricd home and aroused his uncle. 
He told him the story in every detail 
and said that he could not get the wo­

The patinent during one night got up 
from his cot, tore up a sheet and hung

cut down, and effects were made to re­ 
suscitate 
him. 
F nally they succeded. 
W hen the effect of the great shock wore 
off and the young m an recognized his 
uncle who bad been sent for and talked 
with him.

watched closely, but it was evident that 
his mind was slowly improving,

bis cure.

The N. Y. Tribune prints the full tex t of 
the con ven tion recent ly signed in L ondon 
by MinisS r Phelps and the Earl lloaeberry 
extending and adding to the e x tra d itio n 
provisions of tlie treaty of 1842, with an 
xp la n a to ry letter from Minister Phelps. 
The con ven tion exten d s the p rovision s of 
article In of the trea ty of 1S 42 to four 
crimes n ot therein named as follows; M an­ 
slaughter. burgh rv, embezzlement or Lr- 
eeny involving tue a m ou n t of Sail ur $10, 
and m alicious in cries to property whereby 
t lie life of any person shall be endangered, 
if such injuries co n stitu te a crime accord­ 
ing to the laws of b oth countries. 
It is a l­ 
s o provided th a t the provisions of article 
10 shall app ly i<> persons co n v r ted of the 
crimes named in the treaty of 1 842 and the 
new 
convention, 
a s well as 
t o 
those 
charged before trial with the com m ission 
of them. Theci invention is not retroactive. 
No surrender i 
to be dem anded for a p o­ 
litical offense and no trial is perm itted for 
a n y other offense th an the one for which 
ex tra d itio n is requested until th e p -r s o n 
extrad ited lias an op p ortu n ity to return 
to the s ta te by which he was surrendered. 
The con ven tion is now before the senate 
com m ittee on judiciary, from which it will 
be referred to the com m ittee on foreign af­ 
fairs.

“ It is quite interesting to g o th ro u g h 
a large hospital a t night when m ost of 
the p atien ts are sleeping and note the 
variety of positions in which they let 
‘balm y sleep knit up the ragged sleeve 
of care,” said a noted physician the 
other day. 
“ W hat is considered the m ost health­ 
ful position?” “ Well, I should say th a t 
a really healthy person does no t keep 
one position all night. 
He rests first 
on one side, then on the other, and 
prob ab ly sleeps on his back and in 
modifications of t hese positions. Many 
physicians say it injures the liver to 
sleep co n stan tly on the right side, is 
bad for the heart to sleep on the left 
side, a n d m ost people have the night­ 
m are or sleep too heavily if they rest 
on the back.” 
It lias been considered the m ost po­ 
etical to sleep on the side, with one 
h an d placed under the cheek, b u t re­ 
cently it has come th a t such a posi­ 
tion makes the face wrinkled, an d ho 
all p retty girls have given up the cus­ 
tom . 
A nother p re tty position is to 
throw the arm s carelessly over the 
head, an d m any fa!! n a tu rally into the 
habit, but it ha" been found tn a ts le e p ­ 
ing co n stan tly with the hands over the 
head throw s the lungs into an u n n a t­ 
ural position and eventually weaken# 
them. 
A fond m other, having a pretty 
daughter who has fallen in to this 
error, bin d’s the la tte r ’s arm s to her 
waist with pnle blue silk elastic every 
evening, and hopes in time to cure her 
of the dangerous habit.

Most English trains consist of the j 
three cla*ses of carriage*—first, second j 
and th ird —each carriage divided into 
com partm ents, such 
a* I have de­ 
scribed. In some carriages all the com ­ 
p artm e n ts belong to one class; in oth 
t*rs called “com posites,” one c o m p a rt­ 
m ent is tirst-elass. ano th er second, and 
anot her third. The difference between 
a first-class com partm ent and a sec­ 
ond or third class com p artm en t is 
principally in the furniture and em­ 
bellishments. There is a b o u t the.same 
num ber of cubic f«*et in both. 
A first- 
class is softly cushioned and carpeted, 
and its full complement of passengers 
is six. 
A second class com p artm en t 
is also cushioned, but thei ushions are 
not so yielding nor so handsom ely 
covered as in t he first-class; and t hough 
its size is exactly the sam e as th a t of 
the latter, not six, but twelve passen­ 
gers are expected to be com fortable in 
it. 
There is no velvet pile carpet on 
the floor, only a coarse hem p m at. 
T he cushions of the third class com ­ 
p a rtm e n t are false to their name, a 
mockery com pared with the others. 
They are stuffed 
with a h ard su b­ 
stance, an d covered with an unpleas­ 
an tly colored rep. 
Any so rt of a 
cushion is a luxury, which has only 
recently been conceded to third-class 
passengers. The space provided for 
six first-class and twelve second-class, 
is used for just a* m any third-class 
passengers as can be squeeze 1 into it, 
an d the courtesy of the servants, as 
well as the space, is invidiously a p ­ 
portioned. The occupants of thesoft- 
est cushions are treated with the soft­ 
est m ann ers—the occupants of the 
hardest with an a p p ro p ria te asperity. 
“Tickets, gentlemen, if you please," is 
the form in which first-class passengers 
are addressed; this becomes in the 
case of the second-class passengers, | 
“Tickets, please;" and when the col­ 
lector p u ts his head into the third- 
class 
c o m p artm en t his m anner is 
shorn of all civility, an d lie brusquely 
cries “Tickets!!!"

Ait Jurort To Be Paid ? 
T here seem s to be a disposition on th e 
part o f the present 
adm inistration to 
beat about the bush in every conceivable 
m anner in order to delay the paym ent of 
jurors in city cases. 
W hat the raeson 
is, is only a m atter o f conjecture, but it 
certainly show s a bad state of affairs 
when a man w ho has been taken aw ay 
from bis business to serve as a juror for 
the paltry sum of 50 cen ts, gets his certi 
tied statem ent from the m unicipal judge 
and on presentation to the city clerk for 
an order on the treasurer, have said offi­ 
cial inform you that “ the city council 
has given orders to refuse paym ent on 
juror’s vouchers after a certain d a te,” 
and as the voucher cam e after that date 
have w ritten across the sam e “ ordered 
not paid by the city co u n cil.” 
Such a 
docum ent is now on exhibition at the 


D i s p a t c h office, and as a curiosity it 
take* the cake. 
Ever since last spring there has 
been 
trouble alioiit this jury business, and in ­ 
stead of allow ing the city clerk to act 
according to law and issue an order on 
presentation o f a voucher properly sig n ­ 
ed and scaled, the city cou ncil have re­ 
quired a juror to m ake out a b ill and 
sw ear to it and present it to them , and 
lo b e by them referred to a finance com ­ 
mit tee; but it now seem s, if the order in 
our possession m eans an yth in g, they have 
concluded to pay no attention to them at 
all alter a certain d ale. 
la order lliat 
the pttolic may know the law «-n the su b ­ 
ject 
we have at 
considerable trouble 
looked into the m atter. 
From a careful 
exam ination of the law-, we find that m 
the General .Statutes of D 78, on page 139, 
it is provided that “ before any account, 
claim or dem and against any town or 
county o f this state, for w hich sueli tow n 
or c< unty shall i»e liable, shall be audited 
or allow ed by the l*oa»d o f officers author­ 
ized it} law to audit and allow the sam e, 
the prison in who*r favor such account, 
claim or demand shall lie, or his agent, 
>liuil reduce the sam e to w riting in item s, 
and shall verify the su n e to the effect 
that such account, ciaitu or dem and is 
ju*t ar;d trm , that the m oney therein 
charged was actually paid for the pur­ 
poses therein stated, that I fie property 
therein charged was actually delivered 
or used for tlie purposes therein stated, 
and was of the valne therein charged; or 
in case such services were official, for 
w h ich feea are prescribed by Jaw , then 
that the fees or am ounts charged there­ 
for arc such as are allow ed by law , and 
that no part of sucli account, claim or 
dem and has been paid; 
p r o v i d e d , that 
the provision* of this act shall not apply 
to any claim or dem and for an annual 
salary, or per diem of jurors or w itnesses 
fixed by or in pursuance of any sta tu te.” 
(Section 113.» 
T his make* it unneces­ 
sary for any Juior or w itness to present 
to the county com m issioners or the city 
council any sworn bill for his fees for 
atten ding court. 
T hen the question 
arises: How shall juror-, and w itness be 
paid* 
A further study of the statutes 
discloses th e follow in g provision in rela­ 
tion to the m anner of paym ent of jurors, 
ou page 7*2, section 30. 
“ The clerk of 
the district court shall deliver to each 
juror a certificate for the num ber of days 
attendance and m iles traveled, for w hich 
lit- i* entitled to receive com pensation. 
Provided, that certificate o f the clerk for 
scryi< c«. rei.iKivd a**uch Juror in the d is­ 
trict court or by the coroner.shall I • filed 
w ith the county auditor,w ho -bail issue a 
warrant on the treasurer for the am ount 


h certificate shall be a proper 


lent vuitcltcr for the issuance 
l|tu G t.:: 
T he provision as to 


18 on page 773, section 
w ances 
(for w itnesses) 
ihail is* certified by the clerk of tb ccou rt 
and paid in the sam e manner that jurors 
are p a id .” 


T he m u n icip al court of this city has 
conferred up it all the pow ers of courts 
of record and all the pow ers w hich are 
possessed by tlie d i-tn ct court in Crow 
W in g county and cou n lu * thereunto at- 
tgched for Judicial purposes, and all I lw s 
of a general nature apply to the m u n ici­ 
pal court; and trials by jury in the mu­ 


nicipal court are required to be conducted 
as in the district cou rt, and all laws of a 
general nature applicable to jury trials 
in the district court are m ade applicable 
to the m unicipal court. 
(.Sections 1, 5 
and 12 o f the m unicipal court act.) 
T his confers upon the m unicipal court 
the 
pow er 
to issue jurors 
and w it­ 
nesses certificates, and, upon the p resen­ 
tation o f the certificates to the proper 
officer the holder is en titled to receive an 
order on the treasurer of the city or the 
county 
(as the case m ay be) 
for the 
am ount due. 
It is not necessary to pre­ 


sen t any verified bill to any au d itin g 
board w hatever; the court certificate is 
sufficient. 
N either is it 
necessary to 
w ait for any length of tim e after present­ 
in g the certificate to the proper officer. 
It is his d uty to im m ediately issue his 


order or w arrant on the treasury. There 
are no ob stacles or delays placed by law 


in the path of the man who is in pursuit 
of his pay as juror or w itness. 
The law 
says he is entitled to a certain sum as 
soon as his du ties are com pleted, and it 
is not in the pow er by law , of any board 
to deny or delay him . 
T he reason there­ 
for is founded on com m on sense, and any 
other rule is not. 
For did the law inter­ 
pose hindrances in this m atter, such as 
requiring a bill to be presented to som e 
session 
of the au diting board several 
w eeks or perhaps m onths aw ay, jurors 
and w itnesses would say, “ If 1 am to be 
ruthlessly and sum m arily dragged from 
m y business to attend court at a great pe­ 


cuniary loss to m yself and dam age to my 
business, and then am refused the sm all 
sum the law gives me therefor, I w ill 
hereafter keep out of the officer’s reach ,” 
and he w ould, and our courts w ould have 
no jurors, and no eases could lie tried and 
no courts could be held, and beautiful 
ju stice, the blind goddess w ith sword 
and scaics, w ould throw up her th an k ­ 
less job m disgust, and aspire to a seat in 
the city governm ent.
